Hawaiian Odds and Ends. 


HfomAna, HAWAII. 
To the Townsman: 

The little church here at Ioleis a 
curiosity. I ought mot to say little 
because it can seat 500 or more. It is 
the old mission church repainted, re- 
roofed, and with a square wooden 
belfry tower atone end. It is of stone, 
neatly painted white. On one side and 
at the rear are doors. The arched 
windows cut in the thick walls give a 
pleasing effect. Inside, the church is 
plastered; it has a board ceiling painted 
white. There are four rows of pews, 
with two aisles. At one {side of the 
pulpit platform are two or three seats. 
These are for the choir. On the other 
side, in a corner, is a square deacon’s 
pew; at the rear of the church are four 
large pews of honor. Behind the pul- 
pit isa window opening into the belfry, 
and from this one could see divers 
Komaka youths banging away at the 
bell. 

Services began with a hymn, sung by 
the choir,—eight girls from the Kohalo 
Female Seminary, and a Hawaiian man 
and woman. In front of the choir, on 
one side of the church, sat the girls of 
the Kolaha Seminary, some forty, with 
a teacher. And scattered about are 
about sixty Hawaiians; men, women, 
and children. There are about half of 
them men; they are clad in all kinds of 
ways; some in demins (‘‘dimgaree,”’ it 
is called here); some in blue flannel; 
many wear riding boots. The women 
all have the ‘‘Mother Hubbard’? dress, 
or “holuka.” ‘After the hymnis a long 
prayer, then a hymn, then a reading 
the Bible, another hymn, notices of 
meetings, and the sermon. The choir 
sings without any organ; they do very 
well; the basso seems a trifle afraid. 
The congregation do not join in very 
heartily. I could not understand the 
sermon, but it was full of illustrations 
from familiar objecte, and it caused 
many a laugh. 

The church is beautifully situated: it 
is on a grassy knoll. All around, it are 
small ravines and clades, full of the 
most lovely trees, mangoes, sand-pines, 
eucalyptus, and many others. All 
around it, tied up to the fences, were 
the saddle-horses of the congregation— 
some fifty animals. of all kinds and 
colors. 

Indeed, there are a great many ways 
in which Hawaiians have the habits of 
New England sixty years ago, For 
instance, family prayers are frequent; 
grace before meat is customary; politi- 


cal meetings are held in the churches: 
the four-post bed-stead is met with 
everywhere. And these people are the 
ones /whom the revolutionist commis- 
sioners from Honolulu proposed to dis- 
franchise, whose country they proposed 
to sell to a foreign power for a few ad- 
vantages to sugar planters and some 
oftices for themselves.

|A JEALOUS INDIAN 


Murders One of His Own) 


Tribe at a Dance. 


He Succoeds In Making His Escape and Is 


Probably Hiding In the Woods—Imme- | 


diate Capture a Matter of Uncertainty. 


Eastport, Me., July 6.—Pleasant Point 
is an Indian vilage situated seven miles 
from this city and peopled by a remnant 
of the Passamaquoddy tribe, There, early 
yesterday morning, occurred a stabbing 
affray, resulting in the death of Joseph 
Sopiel, a member of the tribe, who had 
just returned from Bar Harbor. The In- 
dians, men and women were enjoying a 
costume dance and having agood time 
among themselves, 

Sopiel was there, and being well dressed, 
good looking and just from Bar Harbor, 
he was in for a good time. Captain 
Ross Francis, the murderer, was also in 
and out of the dancing room, which was in 
Edmund Fraucis’ house. His wife, 23 
years old, 

Nearly Thirty Years His Junior, 
was present and, being a good dancer, she 
was apparently enjoying herself, dancing 
much of the time with Sopiel. This fact, 
the members of the tribe say, excited the 
jealousy of her husband, who proceeded to 
call Sopiel to account then and there before 
the whole crowd. 

There were some words and then, so the 
witnesses say, Francis swung his strong 
right arm and buried his hunting knife in 
the breast of Sopiel. The knife entered 
the right side, glanced across to the left 
side and pierced the lower end of the 
heart. The wounded mau made an effort 
to reach the door, but in a moment he fell 
to the floor. 

The stricken Indian was carried to his 
own home, a short distance away, where, 
from 20 to 25 minutes front the “time the 
biow was given, he breathed his last, with- 
out having uttered a word. Dr. Rogers of 
Pembroke was called, but his services 
were not needed, the {ndian being 

Dead Long Before He Arrived. 

After the stabbing some of the other 
Indians sought to hold the murderer until 
an officer could %e sent for, but Francis 
did not propose to be interfered with, and 
flourishing his deadly knife and a loaded 
revolver, he warned all to keep their hands 
off him, One of the tribe is a sworn con- 
stable, appointed by the governor of the 
state, and, it so happens, is a‘half brother 
of Francis, which, some of the Indians say, 
is the reason why he failed to arrest the 
murderer then and there. The murderer 
escaped and is still at large. 

Five Indians came to this city yesterday 
and swore out a warrant before Justice 
McFaul. With this warrant Deputy 
Sheriff Martin and two newspaper corre- 
spondents started out for Pleasant. Point. 
A thorough search was made, but it was 
clearly evident that Francis had allowed 
no grass to grow under his feet, having 
had nearly 12 hours in which to make 
good his escape. 

He Is an Expert Hunter 
and can get along in the woods better than 
anybody else. 

Sheriff Martin has telegraphed to the 
authorities in the surrounding, towns and 
also to Grand Manan, where Francis has 
often been accustomed to hunt and fish, 
and with every corner of which he is 
thoroughly ‘acquainted, but he can’t hide 
very long, as he is pretty well known. 

He was a man of short stature, thickset 
aud wears a thin mustache, He was al- 
ways ofa pleasant disposition, honest in 
his dealings, and, unless his temper had 
been aroused by feelings of intense jeal- 
ousy, he never would have committed the 
terrible deed. 

Francis was in this city during the day 
of the Fourth and took part in the canoe 
races, which are always a feature of the 
celebration here. He started for home in 
the evening in good spirits, and his rash 
act must have been done on the spur of 
the moment, while he was possibly worked 
up by an ample supply of firewater. One 
of the farmers who lives near Pleasant 
Point says be was well acquainted with 
Sopiel, and knows Francis to be one of the 
best Indians on the point. Sopiel, he said, 
didn’t deserve to be murdered, and Francis 
didn’t deserve to become a murderer.

MANY MINERS PERISH. 


More Than a Hundred Pezome Victims 
of an Explosion. 


LONDON, July 5.—Great excitement has 
been caused in Thorwhill, Yorkshire, by 
an explosion that occurred yesterday in 
Ingram’s colliery. Four bodies have been 
recovered and brought to the surface, 

The men and boys missing number 145, 
The dead body of the under manager, 
badly burned, was found in the mine near 
the shaft. 

Lonpon, July 6.—Eight men and a boy 
have been rescued from the Thornhill 
mine, All hope for the others in the pit 
has been abandoned. The bodies of the 
victims are being rapidly brought to the 
surface. The scenes atthe mouth of the 
pit as the bodies are brought up and 
recognized by the relatives and friends of 
the dead are most distressing. 

Six men, who had sustained no injury 
whatever, but who had been, imprisoned 
behind a huge mass of debris, were dug 
out last evening.

No reason has been given 
for the explosion, but the conjecture is 
that it was caused by carelessness on the 
partof one of the miners in handling his 
lamp, 


A MAD DOG’S WORK. 
Seven Cows Die of Hydrophobia—Human 
Lives Ia Danger, 


BRIDGEPORT, Coun., July 3.—Great ex- 
citement prevails among the farmers in 
Easton. About two weeks ago a mad dog 
passed through the village, and no less 
than a dozen cows were bitten, while a man 
named Poweli and a boy named' Case were 
attacked before the dog left that vicinity. 
Within a day or two seven of the c»ws 
have died of hydrophobia, and in each in- 
stance it has appeared in the most violent 
form. The animals became mad and ran 
about the fields, dashing against fences 
and buildings until they died in great 
agony. 

Powell, who was bitten, is living in 
great fear and is nearly crazy, but as yet 
no hydrophobic symptoms have appeared 
either in his case or in that of the boy who 
was bitten. Both will be taken to the 
Pasteur institute, New York, for treat- 
ment. 


POLICE AND STUDENTS 


Engage In Fierce Skirmishes In the 
Streets of Paris. 


Paris, July 5.—Rivtous demonstrations 
were made by students yesterday at St. 
Germain des Pres and in the Rue Jacob, 
near the Hospital de La Charite. The 
police were unable to disperse the mob. 
Eventually a large detachment of cavalry 
charged and scattered the students. The 
municipal councillors have decided to send 
a deputation to the funeral of M. Nuger, 
the clerk who was killed in the encounter 
between the police and the students in the 
Latin quarter on Saturday.

Glasgow students of twelve years ago 
or more will not have forgotten one of 
the most brilliant figures of théir time, 
Mr. George Saunders, who, after carrying 
all before him in the English Literature 
Class, took the Snell foundatiom at Ox- 
ford.

A 
brief trip with Mr. Stead, then editor of 
the Pall Mall, followed, but immediately 
after Sir Algenon Borthwick, who was 
re-organizing the foreign correspondence 
of the Morning Post, offered Mr. Saun- 
ders the post of permanent correspondent 
in Berlin. No man could have been bet- 
ter fitted for the post; no post could have 
been better fitted for the man. Mr. 
Saunders took the office about the time 
of the Emperor Frederick’s death, and 
since then he has been in constant at- 
tendance on tne Emperor William, and, 
thanks to His Majesty’s roving proelivi- 
ties, the Morning Post correspondent has 
snen agreat deal of the world.

La Rabida, or. its fac-simile at the 
World’s Fair, overlooks the lake from its 
little rocky promontory, sending far 
across its sparkling water a glitter of 
white walls with just enough color from 
the gay-tinted roofs to be restful to the 
eye. 

It is a simple, unassuming affair on the 
outside, and the visitor who is not con- 
stantly on the alert to discovery every- 
thing could easily overlook it in his pil- 
grimage through the Fair. Once inside 
the bare, forbidding Jhalls there ig 
much to attract the attention, and at, 
every turn appears some relic with the 
rust of hundreds of years is taking the 
mind back to those years when the Span- 
ish braves sailed all seas and pushed 
through trackless wildernesses in Search 
of foreign shores. 

The convent incloses a small open 
court filled with rare palms and flowers, 
(The thought that Columbus inhaled 
similar odors is an added pleasure to the 
visitor.) Around this court run corridors 
letting in the air and sunshine to ‘te 
little rooms hidden in the outer walls, 
The interior is a queer old place with its 
heavily arculed chapel at one end and the 
low old-fashioned room which was Co- 
lumbus’ own living room while the guest. 
of the prior of La Rabida at the other, 
All sense of direction is utterly lost as 
the visitor wends his way through 
crooked passages and under low arches, 
Only the constantly recurring glimpses 
of the central court assures him of the 
possibility of emerging. 

Every conceivable thing connected 
with the life and deeds of Columbus are 
to be found here. The halls are covered 
with pictures and maps by the score, and 
there are bona-fide signatures of Colum- 
bus, his will, and a copy of the order 
that sent him to prison. Also the an- 
chor of the Santa Maria, though possibly 
not authentic, is a very satisfactory old 
emblem, green and broken, whose stout 
flukes many times meant safety to the 
little craft from the howling gale. And 
here, too, is the first bell that rang in 
America, and startled the savages on 
some lone West Indian Island. - Then 
there are stirrups and sword-hilts, and 
rare old Toledo blades and rusty can- 
nons that belched their deadly charge 
from the ports. 

But most wonderful of all are the por- 
traits of Columbus in every conceivable 
position and situation, of all shades of 
complexion, shaved and unshaved; Co- 
lumbus with brutal pouting lips, and 
with thin ascetic scowl; some looking 
happy and some looking sad. Seventy- 
one of them in all, —enough to stock a 
nation, and no two alike. Wonderful 
were the deeds of Columbus, but far 
more wonderful were the performances 
of his portrait painters. 

However, each has a lesson for theistu- 
dent of Columbian history, and one finds 
himself building around each mood por- 
trayed here the hopes and fears, the joys 
and sorrows, every up and down of this 
ancient navigator, 

Back again through the arched walk 
and winding ways the traveller has been 
going during all this dreaming, and his 
reverie is suddenly broken by the sweet 
chimes in the tower which. tell of the 
hour of closing the convent, five o'clock 
each day.

great. The oldest settler in the county 
was here—a totally disreputable but de- 
liciously comical old fellow, who had 
drank to repletion from every jug on 
the grounds, and who insisted on inter- 
rupting every conversation with tales of 
the Indians he had slain and the deer he 
had outrun on the dry grounds where 
the best buildings of Woodville now 
lifted their galvanized iron cornices.

JULYS OF THE PAST. 


A WONDERFUL MONTH IN THE HIS- 
TORY OF NATIONS. 


Not Only the Month of Independence, 
but of Many Other Important Events. 
Charles Carroll of Carrollton—The Con- 
tinental Congress. 


July is a wonderful month in the his- 
tory of all nations, and in many of them 
the leading xunniversary falls in that 
month. Of course this is not the result 
of mere accident. It has often been re- 
marked that more startling and impor- 
tant events have occurred in one month 
of midsummer and one of midwinter 
than in all the rest of the year, and truly 
man is so far subject to nature that stir- 
ring events seem to crowd, as it were, 
toward that period when vegetation for 
the most part completes its growth. 


CHARLES CARROLL OF CARROLLTON, 


It is claimed that more bloody and de- 
cisive battles have been fought in June 
and July than in all the rest of the 
year. 

It isa matter of common knowledge 
that all or very nearly all the great 
riots have been in the hottest weather, 
and the reason is obvious. The greatest 
riot ever known in London began June 7, 
1780, and lasted five days. Thirty-six 
fires were blazing at once, and in sup- 
pressing the outbreak 210 rioters were 
known to have been killed and 248 
wounded, The greatest riot in New 
York began July 138, 1863, and the total 
of killed aid wounded is roughly esti- 
mated at 300. In July, 1877, there was 
rioting in almost every northern city be- 
tween the Hudson and the Mississippi, 
and the total of killed certainly exceeded 
800. The loss by fire and otherwise has 
been estimated all the way from $50,000,- 
000 to $100,000.000. July certainly isthe 
fighting month. 

It is just thesame in France. The 
month is there so memorable that ‘‘Days 
of July,” “Column of July,” etc., are fa- 
miliar to all readers. The 14th is French 
Independence day, because on that day 
in 1789 the Parisians captured and sacked 
the Bastille. On the same date in 1790 
Louis XVI took the oath to support the 
new and liberal constitution. July 5, 
1791, the assembly voted to abolish the 
last remains of kingly power. July 28, 
1794, Robespierre and his adherents were 
guillotined, and the reign of terror ended. 
Thereafter the discontented in France 
made it a point to begin their disturb- 
ances on one or the other of these dates, 
but the government, being forewarned, 
kept them down till July 27, 1830, when 
the second revolution began. The war 
with Germany began tn July, 1870, but 
was fought chiefly in the next month. 

It is quite in the course of nature that 
great military movements should cul- 
minate in July, but many events of the 
month in American history seem to have 
more than a passing significance. To 
all patriots it will never cease to be mat- 
ter of deep thought that the two states- 
men most prominent in securing the 
passage of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, after having been presidents of the 
nation they founded, died on the same 
day just 50 years after their memorable 
act. Historians of 1826 tell us that as 
the news traveled slowly over the land 
that one of them was dead the date was 
taken as but an accidental coincidence, 
but when it was followed in a few days 
by information of the other’s death pious 
men everywhere saw init the evidence 
of asupernal order, asif heaven itself 
smiled upon their great work and ap- 
proved it in the most impressive of all 
methods. ’ 

Five years more passed, and ex-Presi- 
dent James Monroe died on July 4 in 
New York city. He served in the field 
as Adams and Jefferson had served in 
congress, and it certainly seems some- 
thing more than a coincidence that the 
three died on Independence day. Han- 
nibal Hamlin is the only vige president 
who has died on that date. Not long 
before his death Jefferson wrote thus to 
Adams: ‘‘I have ever dreaded a doting 
age, and my health is so good that | 
dread it still. The rapid decline of my 
strength the last winter gives me hope 
that I see land. * * * They say that 
Starke [the ‘Victor of Bennington’ had 
recently. died. at 93] could walk about 
his room.» I am told that you walk well 
and firmly. I can only reach my gar- 
den, and that with sensible fatigue. | 
ride, however, daily, but reading is my 
delight. God bless you and give you 
health, strength, good spirits and as 
much life as you think worth having.” 

The death of Adams and Jefferson left 
but one—Charles Carroll of Carrollton, 
Md., who for five years was known as 
the last survivor of the immortal 56. 
It was his singular fortune to be alone 
and noted in many things. He was the 
only Roman Catholic who signed the 
‘Declaration of Independence. He was 

ts far the richest man in all the col- 
mies, as rich probably as any other three 
lmen. He was the only man in the con- 
tinental congress sprung from a_ very 
old family of “unquestionably ‘noble 
| blood” on both sides. And he lived to 
| the greatest age (95) and outlived all the 
| other “signers.” Still more, he had near 
| relatives almost equally celebrated’ in 
Phe same cause and founded a family 
which in the truly Americin sense of 
that word may be called “noble” in 
Maryland. J. H BEADLE.
